The Oilers would go on to win the 
next four games and slowly 
climbed the polls and would enter 
its game versus Gavit ranked 
second in the state with a 5-0 
record. The Oilers defeated the 
Gladiators to raise thier record to 
6-0. However, they would drop 
their next two games ending the 
regular season with a 6-2 record 
and a ranking of 8th in the state. 

Now you know what that 
means. IT'S PLAYOFF TIME! It is 
now time to play opponets of our 
own size in Class A. The Oilers 
drew North White in the opening 
round of the state playoffs and 
defeated the Vikings in front of 
the home crowd. The next 
opponent was the Tri-County 
Cavaliers on the road for the right 
of playing for the Sectional 
Championhship. The Oiler 
defense would stand tall as they 
held the Cavaliers scoreless to 
win 19-0. Now, it was time to play 


for the Sectional 33 
Championship against the South 
Newton Rebels. The game was 
close throughout and they ended 
regulation with a 14-14 tie. In the 
overtime, the Oiler "D" would stuff 
South Newton's fake field goal 
attempt and would have a chance 
to take the title of 1993 Sectional 
Champs. As the clock ran down, 
RB Mike Barsich twisted and 
turned his way to the endzone to 
score the final touchdown to win 
the game. This marked the first 
ever Sectional Championship in 
school's history. The Oilers would 
now travel to Adams Central to 
play for the regional crown. The 
score was close and both teams 
played hard. Adams Central 
would kick a field goal that proved 
to be the difference in the game. 
The Oilers tried to battle back late 
in the fourth quarter but would be 
stopped on a fourth down try and 
fell by a score of 17-14 to end a 
season full of accomplishments 
and of course. ..FUN!
